Congress OKs Troops 
For Viet Evacuation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — It

today

liberal D em ocrats feared: a l­ 
most unlimited authority to use 
A m erican troops in an ev acu a­ 
tion from Vietnam. 
Shortly before 3 a m. EDT, 
the H ouse voted, 230-187, to 
authorize 
$327 
million 
for 
hum anitarian aid and ev a cu a­ 
tion 
costs. 
The 
debate 
had 
begun at noon Wednesday. The 
Senate Wednesday passed, 75- 
17, a sim ilar m easure which 
would authorize $250 million. 
T h e re is little p ro sp ec t of 
military aid, which the P resi­ 
dent says he is reassessing. 
A conference is necessary to 
work out differences between 
the two aid bills and work was 
to begin today. 
The Senate m easure would 
provide $100 million for ev acu a­ 
tion

Plane Crash 
Kills Family 


NEW' ORLEANS (UFI) - A 
plane carrying six m em bers of 
a Florida family attem pting to 
land in a light haze crashed 
into 
L ake 
F o n c h a rtra in 
W ednesday nig h t. The Coast 
Guard said today there were no 
signs of survivors. 
Bill 
Odom, 
the 
assistant 
controller at the Coast G uard’s 
R e scu e C enter, sa id the six 
p erso n s on b o ard the plane 
were a man, his wife and four 
children from Fort lauderdale, 
Fla. Odom said he could not 
release 
the 
identity 
of 
the 
family. 
Odon) said the control tower 
at the Lakemont Airport had 
not been in direct com m unica­ 
tion with the private plane but 
it did monitor its last radio 
m essage broadcast, when the 
plane was 4‘a miles from the 


shore of the 18-mile-wide, 30- 
mile-long lake. 
“ Mayday! Mayday! Am over 
the w ater and about to splash,” 
the pilot radioed in his final 
m essage. 
At that m om ent the plane 
disappeared from the control 
tow er’s radar screens. 
The Coast G uard dispatched 
helicopters to find the exact 
crash site. 


Odom said the visibility at 
the time of the crash was three 
to four miles because of a light 
haze. 


“ The haze is not bad weather 
to fly in,” the Coast Guard

More than 2,OOO Vietnamese 
refugees and about IOO Am eri­ 
cans arrived at Andersen Air 
Base on the northern part of 
Guam in a 24-hour period. 
Military and civilian tra n s­ 
port planes droned in almost 
hourly. The ratio ot Vietnamese 
to Americans aboard the flights 
was running at about 20-to-l. 
Guam Gov. Ricardo Bordallo 


predicted as m any as 130,000 
Vietnamese refugees could be 
brought to Andersen Air base in 
the next few weeks. 
The 68,000 citizens on the tiny 
Pacific island prom ptly began 
hoarding food.

into

sum m er. 
Ernst, a retired automotive, 
wood and plastic model m aker, 
is nearing completion of a man- 
powered airplane. 
If he succeeds, Ernst will be 
a rare bird. 
; Manpowered craft have m ade 
it into the air before, but none 
has m aintained flight over any 
great distance. 
The rig under construction in 
E rn st’s garage, the product of 
14 years of tinkering, 
is a 
tubular m etal fram e on four 
bicycle wheels with two propell­ 


ers up front. 
Although he has never had a 
flying lesson, Ernst said he will 
test fly the craft himself. 
“Who did the.W right brothers 
take lessons from ?” he asked 
with a grin. 
Competition to build a man- 
powered flying machine has 
been keen since 1959, when 
British 
businessman 
Henry 
Krem er offered a cash prize for 
a workable craft. 
The p riz e ' was boosted to 
$120,000 when failure followed 
failure. 
In order to claim K rem er’s 
prize, an aviator must fly a 
figure eight between two posts 
set a half mile apart and keep 
an altitude of at least IO feet.

His ultim ate flying machine 
will be a two-man craft with

much more likely to develop 
headaches, tension, depression 
and insomnia than a man in the 
sam e circum stances.

unemployed men. 
By contrast, working women 
experience far fewer psycholog­ 
ical 
stress 
symptoms 
than 
housewives or jobless women, 
says Dr. Rachelle B. Warren of 
the 
Institute 
of 
Labor 
and 
Industrial Relations. The insti­ 
tute is a joint unit of the U-M 
and Wayne State University. 
Interviewing 766 men and 
women in eight Detroit area 
com m unities, she found that 
less 
than 
IO 
per 
cent 
of 
employed and unemployed men 
reported stress symptoms, com­ 
pared with an average of 18 per 
cent of employed women, 23 
per cent of housewives and 33 
per cent of jobless women. 
The findings are part of a 
large-scale 
study 
to 
learn 
where people go for help when 
jobs are lost. The larger study 
is 
funded 
by 
the 
National 
Institute of Mental Health. 
Most such studies focus on 
men, particularly middle-aged 
blue collar men with years of 
seniority. But in any recession 
such as the present one women 
are the last hired and first 
fired. 
The U-M study shows that 


blue collar women have the 
most problems and get the 
least assistance from anyone, 
including their husbands. Most 
cannot 
even 
turn 
to 
their 
neighbors, professional social 
workers or 
a 
local 
mental 
health clinic. 
Fewer than 13 per cent of the 
women in the study belonged to 
a union that might help with 
problem-solving. As a group, 
they lack the mobility or money 
to obtain professional help, the 
researcher said. 
She added that both blue and 
white collar men receive more 
problem-solving help from their 
wives than wives receive from 
their husbands. 
N eighborhood 
support 
is 
forthcoming, she found, only 
where residents get together 
often, have many things 
in 
common and are active in the 
outlying community. 
She concluded that traditional 
manpower studies focus on the 
m ale as breadwinner, ignoring 
the fact that many families, 
especially low income ones, 
cannot 
survive 
without 
the 
wife’s earnings.

Many towns are com m em orating the Bicentennial with 
projects involving quilts. At one time, church societies 
would have m em bers em broider a block, then write in 
their nam e with embroidery stitches. Or a quilt could be 
appliqued with designs of local buildings or with symbols 
representing officials in our county and city governm ent, 
schools, etc. 
For the quilt that the state medical auxiliary is giving 
the governors wife, the em broidery or applique is done on 
pieces of white cotton sheeting. Some of the embroidery 
will be crew el em broidery, and in other squares the 
design done in basic em broidery stitches. All of the quilt 
will be hand sewn. 
An old quilt must be given kind treatm ent if it 
is 
washed F irst color fastness must be determ ined. To do 
this, fill a medicine dropper with w ater, blot dry. If any 
color com es out on the blotter, then the color is not fast, 
and you will probably not wish to wash the quilt. 
If the quilt is heavy, the best way to minimize the strain 
on the stitches and old thread used in quilting, is to make 
two sheets out of inexpensive nylon net. P lace the quilt 
between the net pieces and baste together. In order to cut 
dow n on handling, do the washing in the bath tub. 
Place the quilt in the tub, let w ater of m oderate tem ­ 
perature run to cover it. Add a gentle w ater softener to 
loosen the accum ulation of dirt. A careful use of a 
plunger is helpful in working the w ater through the quilt. 
A number of rinsings m ay be required. Our grandm other 
used a homemade soap and rainw ater in an iron pot in the 
side yard and hung the quilt on the clothes line.(Rain 
w ater has no impurities) and she gently squeezed out the 
w at°r. 
When washing in the bath tub, lift out the quilt (with 
help) 
and 
gently 
press 
the 
w ater 
between 
flattened hands. Do not twist or wring, or the stitches will 
pop. Some drying can be done between bath towels, then 
either hand outside on a line or inside on the bar across the 
tub. Pin the edges to further reduce the weight and strain 
on the m aterial while the quilt is drying. When the quilt is 
dry do not attem pt to iron it. If you do, you will only iron in 
wrinkles. 
In the Division of Textiles at the Smithsonian Institute, 
after testing for color fastness, a quilt is supported 
throughout the entire cleaning by placing it on a large 
sheet of fiberglass screening and covering the quilt with 
the sam e m aterial. Then a hand vacuum cleaner is run 
over the surface to rem ove dirt and dust. 
If quilts are stored, fold in a different way each time to 
prevent creasing. An old sheet is the best covering for an 
old quilt before storing it. P aper, tissue paper, and wood 
all have a slight acidic composition that is dam aging to 
both cotton and linen. If you are fortunate to have a 
beautifully quilted spread cherish it!

Plains in a covered wagon in 
1898, and except for brief visits 
he has never left the area. 
His education is part of the

to 
help 
educate students of all ages up 
to a high school level. 
Phillips first retired at 65 as

idea when his num ber m ay 
come up. 
“That’s the worst part of it 
You don’t know what’s hap­ 
pening,” he said. “I don’t even 
know who to call to find out 
when —or if —I’m going to be 
called back.

With about 2,000 workers still 
on indefinite layoff, Oldsmobile 
spokesmen will say only that 
the callbacks are expected to 
continue. 
A tkinson, m arried and the 
father of two daughters, one 
just 7 months old, was idled 
March 2 in the third wave of 
layoffs at Oldsmobile this year. 
He had been back on the job 
eight months —just ’ * 3 enough 
to pay off the stack of bills that 
had piled up during a six-month 
layoff in 1974. 


Looking for part-tim e work to 
offset the loss of his supplemen­ 
tal unemployment benefits, due 
to expire next week, has thus 
far been fruitless. The few full­

available 
were 
gobbled up by those laid off 
before him. 


Atkinson’s 
wife, 
Pat, 
has 
applied for a day care license 
so she can babysit for the 
children of working mothers at 
her home. For the first six 
months, 
she 
will 
only 
be 
perm itted to take care of one 
child —a job that would be 
worth $25 a week at most. She 
also plans to start growing all 
her own vegetables. 


Without 
the 
supplemental 
benefits, the fam ily’s income 
will dip to $98 a week. Atkinson 
cannot earn any more than half 
that amount in a part-time job 
without 
having 
his 
jobless 
benefits cut. His health insur­ 


ance expires in Septem ber if 
he’s still out of work. 
But Atkinson still sees Ameri­ 
ca as the land of opportunity 
and the auto industry as an 
embodiment of that concept. 
“Even though I’m laid off, 
I’m still better off financially 
than 
I was before I left,” 
Atkinson said. “Back home, I 
could have never bought my 
own house.”

Railroads Need Federal 
Aid: S e c r e ta r y Coleman 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
nation’s 
railroad 
system 
is 
headed for government nation­ 
alization unless “ dramatic, new 
and innovative steps” are taken 
quickly to halt the financial 
slide, Transportation Secretary 


Gene Aber and family in Silver

He 
told 
a 
conference 
on 
surface transportation that rail­ 
roads 
must 
receive 
more 
federal financial aid over the 
next five years or so if they are 
to become healthy enough to 
survive as private firms. 


“ I don’t believe the soul of 
free enterprise is so missing 
that nothing short of nationali­ 
zation can work,” he said. “ We 
will fight like hell for what we 
beliieve is right.” 


Meanwhile, the president of 
the U.S. Railway Association 
indicated 
Congress 
may 
be 
called on at least once more to 
save the bankrupt Penn Central 
Railroad from a cash crunch. 
Edward G. Jordan said in 
testimony to a House appro­ 


priations 
subcommittee 
that 
Penn Central and other bank­ 
rupt northeastern railroads will 
suffer a cash shortfall of $350 
million and $400 million be­ 
tween now and the end of 
March, 1976. 
That’s the date when a new 
government-planned rail corpo­ 
ration will take over all the 
bankrupt rail operations. 
Some $272 million still is 
available for the bankrupt lines 
under the USRA law, Jordan 
said, leaving a 
shortfall 
of 
perhaps more than $100 million. 
Jordan did not say directly 
that Congress would have to 
make up this deficit. Congress 
only recently voted $347 million 
for the bankrput lines. 
The cash crunch probably 


would hit the railroads this fall, 
according to USRA sources. 
In a related development, 
USRA has circulated to con­ 
gressmen a listing of the lines 
of the bankrupt Erie Lack- 
awann Railroad which it has 
under study for possible aban­ 
donment or federal-local sub­ 
sidy. The E L was not included 
in the original USRA prelimi­ 
nary system plan because it 
entered USRA reorganization 
later than other bankrupt lines. 
While USRA stressed that no 
decisions had been made yet on 
whether to declare the lines 
excess, it said that about 1,000 
miles of the 3,000-mile New 
York-Chicago El were under 
study. 
The lines under study as 


potentially excess include al­ 
most the entire E L main line 
through 
Indiana, 
Ohio 
and 
western 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
main line from Buffalo to the 
New York area is not under 
study, however, and therefore 
would either be sold to solvent 
railroads or be included in the 
new Consolidated Railway Cor­ 
poration (ConRail) which will 
run all the bankrupt lines. This 
includes both main line routes 
east of Binghamton, N .Y. 
USRA said the analysis of 
these lines would be completed 
in early May.

NEW YORK (U P I).- Intelli­ 
gence reports of the number of 
enemy troops in Vietnam in 
1967 were intentionally kept low 
even in reports to President 
Lyndon Johnson, according to 
secret documents made public 
Tuesday. 
Sam Adams, a former CIA 
analyst for Vietnam affairs, 
also said Tuesday that Johnson 
later 
learned 
that 
military 
intelligence had underestimated 
enemy strengths in Vietnam by 
nearly 300,000 men. He said he 
theorizes Johnson took part in 
the cover-up at that point to 
avoid embarrassment. 
A secret “eyes only” mes­ 
sage dated August 21, 1967, was 
circulated among various of­ 


ficials, including Gen. William 
Westmoreland and former CIA 
Director Richard Helms, that 
said between 120,000 and 130,000 
persons known as self-defense 
forces and secret self-defense 
forces were being included in 
estimates of enemy strengths. 
“ If SD (self defense) strength 
figures were included in the 
overall enemy strengths, the 
figure 
will 
total 
423,388 
to 
431,491 
depending on 
minor 
variations. 
“ This is a sharp contast to 
the current overall strength 
figure of about 299,000 given to 
the press here (in Vietnam),” 
the message said. 
Adams, whose article on the

Melgar Castro as the nation’s 
new chief of state. 
The

weeks 
after 
an 
investigation 
in 
Washington 
rocked the m ilitary regime in 
Honduras and set the stage for 
Lopez’ fall from power. 
The American conglomerate 
United Brands told the Securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
April 8 that it paid $1.25 million 
to an unidentified ‘‘Honduran 
official” to get a reduction in 
banana export taxes. 


The next day, the Honduran

commission to look into the 
allegations. Lopez refused to let 
investigator^ study his foreign 
bank accounts and refused to 
answer questions 
about

Critics of Lopez charged that 
most of the $1.25 million was

in

export tax for United Brands. 


formerly known as the United 
Fruit Co. 
Bananas m ake up half the 
exports of Honduras, although 
coffee, tim ber and cotton are 
also im portant. 
The Pennsylvania-sized na­ 
tion, with 500 miles of coast 
along the Caribbean, is also 
rich in coal and other largely 
undeveloped m ineral deposits.

m em bers flew to the United

Gen. 
Lopez’s

Petunia 
C ham pagne has a cream y , 
white flower with a distinct 
yellow throat.

Two new blue petunias are 
Blue Sky and Blue Cloud. The 
form er produces early 
light 
blue, four-inch blooms whereas 
Blue Cloud has deep violet blue 
flowers. 
A new c a n n a -L u c ife r-h a s 
rich, deep glossy foliage and bi­ 
colored orient red with yellow 
edge flowers. 
Red Mound Aster, which won 
an aw ard of m erit from the 
Royal Horticultural Society in 
E gnland, produces sc a rle t- 
cerise flowers 3V2 inches across. 
Pinocchio aster is a

W aldersee type that grows only 
eight inches tall. The colors 
produced are deep yellow, deep 
carm en , sc a rle t, fiery red, 
brilliant rose, apple blossom 
and pure white.

COTTONWOOD POINT, Mo. 
(UPI) — Deep in Missouri’s 
“boot heel,” where spring rains 
and m elting snow send 
the 
Mississippi River over its banks 
every y e a r, 14 fam ilies a re 
stuck on the wrong side of the 
levee. 
They live behind a weakened 
dirt levee and their most urgent 
hope is that the next surge of 
high w ater won’t break through 
and wash their homes away. 
They’ve backed old cars up 
against the earthen wall to help 
it hold back the water. They’ve 
also asked for government help, 
but it looks as if the old cars 
will have to do for a while. 
The problem , Don W arren 
saki, is that there is a newer 
mainline levee behind the dirt 
barrier right next to the river. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
maintains the new levee, but no 
one is willing to help shore up 
the old one. 
W arren’s area is caught in 
the middle. 
With the old cars and some 
sandbags, the levee may stay 
together. 
“We got it looking to where it 
should 
hold,” 
Warren 
said. 
“The people in the area stay 
there during the day but they 
all leave at night. There’s only 
one guy that stays there at 
night and th a t’s me. 
“With the experience I’ve had 
with this levee I knew it could 
be serious if nothing was done 
about it. Back in 1973 I w asn’t 
all that concerned. The levee 
looked shabby but it was still 
solid.” 
That was the year of the 
great flood, with record crests 
recorded all up and down the 
Mississippi. But 1973 was also 
the year the St. Francois Levee 
District stopped collecting taxes 
on W arren’s levee. 


“It would cost the taxpayers 
too much money to keep that 
old frontline levee up,” district 
official George d o z ie r said. 
“It’s sitting right there on the 
bank of the river. There’s very 
few 
people 
who 
live 
down 
there.” 
d o z ie r is not the only one 
who has been unsym pathetic to 
the plight of Warren and his 40 
neighbors, many of whom are 
elderly. W arren said he has 
talked to the Corps of En­ 
gineers, 
the 
adm inistrative 
county 
court 
and even 
the, j 
governor’s 
office. 
No 
one 
offered any help.

New York No-Fault Insurance 
Declared Unconstitutional

NEW YORK (U PI) — A state 
Suprem e 
Court 
justice 
has 
declared New Y ork’s no-fault 
insurance law unconstitutional 
and a “ colossal fraud on the 
public.” 
Brooklyn Suprem e Court Ju s ­ 
tice George Nicols said Tues­ 
day the law violated the rights 
of due process, trial by jury 
and equal protection of the law. 
Nicols said Article 18 of the 
state insurance law (the no­ 
fault act) w as “ in fact, a bar to 
recov ery 
affectin g 
whole 
c la s s e s of litig an ts and this 
, court finds Article 18 as being 
oppressive.”

a 
denial 
to 
som e 
citizens of this state their basic 
constitutional rights ... Accor­ 
dingly, this court finds (it) to 
be unconstitutional and invalid 
in its entirety,” Nicols ruled.

Time-Sharing Concept 


Taking Hold In 


This Country

A beach home in Florida or 
Hawaii, ski chalet in Colorado 
or Vermont, a mountain re ­ 
treat... 
Sounds like the glamorous life 
of a jet setter, but it could be 
the coming thing for m iddle­ 
class 
Americans 
if 
tim e­ 
sharing, a new trend in the 
second-home industry, catches 
on. 
Time-sharing is a concept of 
resort condominium ownership 
in which an individual acquires 
rights to use of a unit for a 
specified period of time each 
year, either through purchase, 
long-term lease, vacation 
li­ 
cense or club membership. 
A concept widely used in 
European resort developments 
for many years, time sharing 
has just 
recently 
made 
its 
appearance in this country as 
resort condominium developers 
sought solutions to marketing 
problems posed by the inflation­ 
ary-recessionary economy. 
It is a concept not without its 
pitfalls for both the developer 
and purchaser, but one which 
seems likely to gain popular 
acceptance 
once 
the 
many 
intracacies are worked out. 
Steven L. Ingleby, a con­ 
dominium consultant with Keith 
Romney Associates, Salt Lake 
City, and Alyce Boyster, an 
associate analyst in the San 
Francisco office of Real Estate 
Research Corp., examined the 
time sharing principle in a rti­ 
cles for Real Estate Review, 
considering the pros and cons 
for both developers and pur­ 
chasers. 
Ms. 
Boyster 
noted 
tim e­ 
sharing 
developed 
in 
this 
country as a by product of the 
resort condominium when it 
became evident the cost-per- 
day expense of these units is 
extremely 
high 
considering 
most families can make only 


limited use of a vacation home. 
Alternatives 
included 
the 
rental 
condominium, 
which 
seeks to offset some of the cost 
by rental to transients when the 
owner is not in residence and 
through 
tax 
benefits, 
and 
multiple ownership, in which 
two or more families join in 
purchase. 
Both 
have 
draw ­ 
backs, however. Rentals are 
subject to fluctuation; the tax 
shelter 
benefits 
are 
under 
scrutiny; 
multiple ownership 
leaves co-owners responsible if 
one owner fails to uphold his 
financial commitment. 
Time-sharing costs are low, 
usually under $10,000; liability 
is limited, and the owner can 
enjoy 
all 
the 
privileges 
of 
vacation home ownership for a 
period of time generally ap­ 
proximating the use he would 
receive from full ownership. 
Ingleby cited recent studies 
which, he said, indicate 30 to 40 
per 
cent 
of 
resort 
condo 
purchasers have household in­ 
comes of more than $50,000 a 
year. Less than one per cent of 
American households, however, 
earn that much. Although the 
higher income purchaser also 
has been the main m arket for 
time-sharing so far, the rela­ 
tively 
small 
investment 
re­ 
quired —roughly comparable to 
a 
new 
automobile 
or 
a 
swimming pool - make middle- 
income, younger consumers a 
likely market. 
Ingleby outlined advantages 
of 
tim eshare 
ownership. 
A 
major factor, he suggested, is 
flexibility. By paying only for 
the actual use he will make of 
a unit, a purchaser may be 
able to afford more than one 
time-sharing 
interest 
in 
a 
variety of locations. Through 
such ownership a buyer can be 
assured of a guaranteed reser­ 
vation at the resort of his 
choice year after year. To an 
extent, he is purchasing future 
vacations at today’s prices.

There are obvious problems 
to be worked out 
in 
tim e­ 
sharing —most of them in the 
development 
end. 
For 
the 
purchaser, assurance of on­ 
going, quality management of 
the project would seem to be 
his biggest concern. A prime 
factor 
in 
any 
condominium 
purchase, it becomes more so 
where perhaps thousands of 
individuals are involved, where 
during 
the season 
there 
is 
virtually IOO per cent occupan­ 
cy of each unit by several 
different 
ow ners. 
Without 
professional 
management 
to 
ensure routine cleaning and 
maintenance, in the manner of 
hotel m anagem ent, the project 
could deteriorate rapidly. 
Both Ms. Boyster and Ingleby 
see tim esharing as a viable 
concept. With increased under­ 
standing on both sides, they

What President Ford calls the 
tragedy of Vietnam is going to 
change the face of American 
diplomacy toward Russia and 
China. 
Detente will rem ain but it 
will not be so cozy. 
President Ford and Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger 
plan on taking a tougher, even 
abrasive, tone in dealing with 
the world’s two other super­ 
powers. 
Their reason is the fear that 
Moscow and Peking m ay take 
what happens to America in 
Vietnam as evidence of weak­ 
ness. 
There is no question 
that 
Vietnam 
has 
not 
enhanced 
American prestige. It wounded 
not 
only 
Kissinger’s 
Nobel 
Prize winning reputation as a 
peace m aker, but shows the 
United States on the losing side 
of 
a 
struggle 
in 
which 
Washington spent 55,000 Ameri­ 
can lives. 
As a wounded beast will turn 
testy, so a nation which suffers 
a defeat in global power politics 
will act all the tougher so as to 
hide a w eakness or dem on­ 
strate it still has big stick clout. 
History abounds in examples. 
For example, Moscow never 
talked so tough as when it was 
most vulnerable—in the years 
imm ediately 
after 
the 
Bol­ 
shevik Revolution, or in the 
im m ediate post-World War II 
years when America had the 
atomic bomb and Russia did 
not. 
Charles de Gaulle took a 
France that in 1958 had been 
walloped in Indochina and was 
being savaged in North Africa. 
By grand arrogance, saying 
non” to America, Britain and 
other Atlantic Alliance p a rt­ 
n ers, De G aulle helped win 
international respect for F ran ­ 
ce. 
During the early years of 
World War II, British Prim e 
M inister W inston C hurchill 
talked like a 
lion. 
But 
the 
Churchillian oratory was al­ 
most the only broadsword the 
British had. 
Peking m ade the most anim al 
noises in the years following its 
1949 conquest over the forces of 
the 
late 
Chiang 
Kai-shek, 
defying Russia as well as the 
United States, despite a lack of 
almost everything except m an­ 


power. 
The United States probably 
has not suffered a crippling 
blow 
even 
by 
diplomatic 
standard. 
But a superpower 
must appear omnipotent, for 
the im age as much as the 
substance of its power reas­ 
sures allies and puts fear and 
dread in the hearts of potential 
foes. 
In that context, examine what 
President 
Ford 
said 
in 
his 
Thursday State of the World 
Foreign policy speech to a joint 
session of Congress: 
“The United States and the 
Soviet Union share an interest 
in lessening tension and build­ 
ing a m ore stable relationship. 
During this process we have 
never had any illusion. 
We 
know that we are dealing with 
a nation that reflects different 
principles and is our competitor 
in many parts of the globe. 
“Through a combination of 
firmness and flexibility, 
the 
U.S. has in recent years laid 
the bases of a more reliable 
relationship founded on mutual 
interest and mutual restraint. 
But we cannot expect the Soviet 
Union to show restraint in the 
face of 
U.S. 
weakness 
and 
irresolution. 
“ As long as I am President, 
America 
will 
maintain 
its 
strength, its alliances, and its 
principles—as a prerequisite to 
a more peaceful planet. As long 
as I am President, we will 
perm it detente to become a 
license 
to 
fish 
in 
troubled 
waters. Detente must be a two- 
way street.” 
Ford and Kissinger do not 
enjoy the prospect of having to 
talk tougher. But they realize 
the necessity of doing so.

Am erica’s diplomatic front for 
signs of weakness. He expects 
som e 
tough 
days 
a h e a d — 
especially with the Russians if 
the Middle E ast comes to an 
Israeli-Arab crunch this sum ­ 
mer. 
Such possible violent happen- 
stances 
aside, 
most 
of 
the 
tougher

diplomats.
